Washington —W)— An appeal for 


all Democrats, wet or dry, to unite 
in a movement to defeat the sugges- 
tion of Chairman Raskob for a par* 
ty platform proposing state control 
of liquor was issued today by Sena- 
tor Sheppard of Texas, a dry leader. 


Sheppard issued his appeal in a 


formal statement after Senator Car- 
away, Democrat, Arkansas, asserted 
that Raskob had "lined up" on econ- 
omic issues "with the extreme stand 
pat portion of the Republican par- 
ty."The Texan, 
characterizing the 


program which Raskob named "the 
tome rule plan" as "wet.'J urged 
the Democratic party to devote It- 
self, to "the overthrow of rapacity, 


" - monopoly landigreed." 


"The dissension which occurred at 
ihe'recent meeting of the Democrat- 
ic 'national committee when JRaskqb 
-proposed his wet plank is but a fee- 
ble r forerunner 
of 
what 
will 


happen If he succeeds in securing 
the recommendations he desires," 
Sheppard said. 


"Raskob has announced his inten- 


tion to call at some later date for 
a vote by the national Democratic 
committee on his recommendation 
for a wet planq in the next national 
. Democratic platform. 


"I apeal to all Democrats, wet or 


dry, to unite in a movement to de- 
feat this suggestion in irder that 
our party may devote its undivided 
energies to the overthrow of rapac- 
ity, monopoly and greed In this re- 
public. Such rvn overthrow is the su- 
preme mission of the Democratic 
party." 


Asserting prohibition is not a 


"party question," Senator Glass of 
Virginia, said today "it would be 
fatal" for either party to attempt 
to make it one. 


On the crest of furious storm 


which shook the meeting of the 
Democratic 
national 
committee, 


Chairman Raskob yesterday threw 
down the prohibition gauntlet, call- 
ing upon the party to espouse a plan 
of state liquor control. 


A roar of denunciation followed ap- 


plause. Senator Robinson of Arkan 
sas, the 1928 vice-presidential candi- 
date, at the top of his stentorian 
voice repudicated the whole Raskob 
platform. Cordell Hull of Tennessee, 
ex-representative, now senator and 
once chairman of the national com- 
mittee, took Raskob to task for 
bringing up the one Issue on which* 
the party would divide. Senator Cam- 
eron Morrison of North 
Carolina, 


joined In, calling for the party of 
"Joe Robinson and Jack Garner." 


Alfred E. Smith, standard bearer 


two years ago, chided his Arkansan 
running mate for "jumping all over 
Raskob." 


"If the chairman," ho said, "Is go- 


stood with bared heads,

Roosevelt, has long been celebrated 
In Democratic circles. Three times 
Roosevelt nominated Smith for presl- 
dent and It was generally conceded 
in 1928, that he ran for governor of 
New York at Smith's request, in or- 
der that he might add support to 
his friend on election day and carry 
out his policies while In office. 


"Although there have been many 


rumors—the usual political rumors 
—about a personal breach between 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Roosevelt, none 
exists," the Post stated. ' 


"Those who are in a position to 


watch the- reactions of Mr. Roose- 
velt say that he has very definitely 
served word upon New York state 
that he is the head of the Democra- 
tic party here and not Mr. Smith. 
His entire course of action has been 
an independent one."

• Chairman Alexander Legge of the 
-federal farm board has decided to sell 


35,000,000 bushels of the wheat which 
it has in storage in order to give ele- 
yator room for the incoming crop. This 
Jwheat is to be sold in foreign markets 
.which are already surf cited-with sup- 
plies at low prices. The government 
will lose thirty to forty cents per bush- 
el, or between ten and fourteen million 
dollars on this deal. When the bal- 
ance now held by the government is 
sold the loss will amount to quite a 
large sum. .- 


The government had no compunction 


about maintaining a price of wheat 
above the market and passing.this dif- 
ference on to the farmer. Yet it was 
extremely loath to appropriate funds 
for free distribution in drought strick- 
en areas. It seems a tough job trying 
to play both ends of such a game arid 
for the very good reason that it is quite 
impossible. 


Mr. Legge has advanced as the.only 


satisfactory solution of the surplus 
crop problem that farmers must pro- 
duce less wheat and-cotton. He ad-

vises that some farmers quit farming 
so that the rest can make a profit of it. 
iThe trouble is that a farmer will not 
quit just to be a good fellow. Ordina- 
rily the only thing that will make him 
quit is economic necessity. If he can't 
make a living at farming he must try 
something else.

The farmer has not taken kindly to 


the farm relief plan. When attention 
was called to their ;crop surpluses they 
discovered;,that relief,was spmething' 
which could not be delivered to them 
from Washington, but.; rather, was 
something that they themselves". must 
create under Washington direction.' ;. 


ChairniStt'Legge'has^been'Sii the jblr 


vainly attempting^ttf^ork out the plln 
bfYfarm relief. It is fa be doubted if he 
ever believed, he couldrby the/present 
method. There is growing" suspicion 
that the end is to be failure. Mr; Ltg- 
ge.,has resigned from the farm board; 
and is to take up again the work of 
manufacturing machinery for the, har- 
vesting of these farmers' crops. It is 
doubtful if he will be able to induce his 
competitors to withdraw their harvest-. 
ers from the market in order to give 
his company the inside track. And it 
is also doubtful if he will be so zeal- 
ous in his efforts to curtail crop pro- 
duction.

demand is not a profitable enterprise.

•Moreover a clinical test in cases of 
suspected occupational or accidental 
arsenic poisoning involves the ad- 
ministration of a.,dose of thls'chem- 
'Ical by^InJectlonV and then the test- 
In^, of ^e urine for arsenic. A '.ihin- 
'tit*? trace -of. arsenic Is normally 
present in the. urine, arsenic :belng 
one of the '• elements normally" pres- 
ent in the-body;"but If the patient 
Is suffering'-from chronic arsenic

Dr. rW. H. Zeigler, professor of 


pharmacology 
in South Carolina 


medical college, has found sodium 
'thiosulphate, administered by Injec- 
tion into a vein, a good remedy for 
the prolonged after-effects of car- 
bon monoxide poisoning. This In- 
vestigator used dogs, which develop 
much the same delayed symptoms 
as men do after a gassing with. Il- 
luminating gas—mental disturbanc- 
es, general weakness, 
skin erup- 


tions. .Besides administering Intra- 
venous Injections of the hyposul- 
phite of soda Dr.. Zelgier gave the 
gassed dogs subcutaneous injec- 
tions of calcium lactate, after they 
had recovered 
consciousness, and 


continued this for several days. 
Dogs so treated- made good recov- 
eries, .compared with, dogs similarly 
gassed and treated 
In ordinary 


ways. DR, Zeigler therefore recom- 
mends that human victims of car- 
bon monoxide or gas poisoning be 
given intravenously 5 c.c. of a 2 per 
cent solution of sodium thiosulphate 
for every :25 pounds of body weight. 
He cites recent studies of Kuhn 
and Reese who found that the ad- 
ministration of half as much again 
as that, In cases of metallic poison- 
Ing, was harmless over a period of 
14 successive days. As a second- step 
In the treatment Dr. Zelgler sug- 
gests an Injection of 5 c.c. of a 4 
per cent solution of calcium lactate 
for each 25 pounds of body weight, 
and after consciousness returns the 
patient should receive a daily dose 
of a gram (about IS grains) of cal- 
cium lactate for several days.

The judgment Is 
sharp; The intelligence is keen. 
How .can we-: expect <tp deceive the 
children and sUU.'hold their regard? 


A certain Tespectjand regard will 


always be shown^age by Youth, but 
it is as nothing: compared to the 
overflowing^ afifectlpn^ and loyalty 
that it accordeir those whom Youth 
has found trustworthy. A bit of 
frankness between children and par- 
ents is a healthful thing.
